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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-9, 15-19, 22 and 25-31 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 10-14, 20-21, 23-24 and 32-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of records fail to disclose or render an obviousness of an apparatus 
comprising: a first evaluation block connected to the current input and the second output 
and having a plurality of transistors, wherein a number of said transistors are connected 
in a parallel relationship and a number of said transistors are connected in a serial 
relationship, wherein the first evaluation block comprises a first transistor with a drain 
connected to the second output, a second transistor with a drain connected to the source 
of the first transistor and a source connected to the current input, a third transistor with a 
drain connected to the second output, a fourth transistor with a drain connected to the 
source of the third transistor and a source connected to the current input, and a fifth 
transistor with a drain connected to the second output and a source connected to the drain 
of the fourth transistor; and a second evaluation block connected to the current input and 
the first output and having a plurality of transistors, wherein the second evaluation block 
has the same number of transistors connected in a parallel relationship as the first 
evaluation block and the same number of transistors connected in a serial relationship as 
the first evaluation block along with other limitations as closely cited in independent 
claims 10, 20 and 32.
